The articles taken from the Summer Palncc at 
Pekin, and offered to the Emperor and Empress 
by the army in China, ore now exhibited in the 
gallery of the Pavilion Marsan, in the 'i'ullerios. 
Visitors especially remark among them several 
gigantic vases in enamel of different colors; a 
magnificent pagoda in bronze gilt chased, and 
several idols in gold mid enamel, with singular 
features and postures; also, a figure sealed on an 
estrade, with the splendid costume of a Chinese 
Emperor, consisting of several garments placed 
one above the other, some decked with gold, 
olhers with steel, and all surmounted by a silk 
mantle of the imperial yellow color, richly em- 
broidered, and decked with buttons of gold ami 
precious stones, and on the head of the figure is a 
helmet in gold and steel, having somewhat the 
shape of a tiara, and terminating in a long steel 
point. Two sceptres of gold, ornamented with 
bide, are to be seen ; they are in the form of the 
C very much lengthened. There are like- 
wise two figures of monsters in gilt copper, each 
of which weighs at least 300 kilogrammes, and is 
of such complicated workmanship that wonder is 
felt how it could have been cast in one piece, as it 
evidently has been.

The Water Stoppage. 
Our superstitous Saxon ancestors had 

their water-ordeal or trial, but through tht 

influence of the Tudors, ami the help of the 

clergy, who declared the water-ordeal " the 

offspring of.tho d.eyi.1,'! the custom fell into 

disuse, — except perhaps in more modern 

timed when witches wero thrown into 

ponds by the populace to sink or swim. 

But we apparently are to have the water- 

o.-dcal revived, in reipect to the Springs, 

anil we cannot but concur with the Church 

that water-ordeals, whether ancient or mo- 
dern, are " the offspring of the devil;" still 

we don't doubt but a ducking in cold water 

would strengthen the eyesight of certain 

parties anil enablu them to see the unques- 
tionable right (if the town to the Springs. 

At present, however, the private claimants 

of the Springs have given notice to the 

water-carriers to remove the pumps, or else 

they will be taken out for ihem. This is 

only preparatory to entering the wedga. 

The wedge they want to enter is eighty 

dollars a month rent, or nearly a thousand 

dollars a year. The use of the wedge is 

well-known in mechanics, and the engineer- 
ing skill now brought to bear on the Springs 

nuTy wants to enter the thin sharp point 

first; afterwards the entire wedge will be 

driven in. The eighty dollars a month i* 

the thin point. Let watermen pay that, and 

possession will be gained, and the monthly 

rent will be increased with every rental day, 

till our town will pay an enormous tribute 

to private speculators for what, beyond all 

doubt, is public property. The thing to 

stop, then, is the entering of tho wedge. 

Let thero he no possession given ; no rent 

paid. Then let the claimants light it out the 

best way they can. Wo have no idea what- 
ever of invading private right, or aiding and 

abetting others in doing so. In the case of 

the Springs, however, we look upon it just 

as we would look upon the purchaser of 

stolen property. The purchaser might al- 
lege that he paid his money, or gave value ; 

but that would be no just reason for de- 
priving the rightful owner of the legitimate 

use and benelit of his property. The right- 
ful owner of the Springs is the public. We 

have unquestionable authority for stating 

that Gov. Douglas declared them, in 185S, a 
public reserve ; and, as Chief Factor ol the 
Hudson Bay Company, empowered to dis- 
pose of their lands, he refused to do so, on 

the ground that they were wholly reserved 
for the uses of the town. Under the Grant 
of the Island to the Company, he had the 
right to reserve from sale any land for pub- 
lic purposes. Besides, the Company had 
no right to sell a public reserve. Having 
acted in gooil fnith with the public in 1858 
in respect to the Springs, how is it that faith 
has been broken .' How is it that the Com- 
pany has been allowed to sell them ! On 
Mr. Pemberton'a new official map we find 
no public reserve marked at the Springs. 
Cat any one believe for a moment that an 
official map has ever been made without 
first passing the inspection of His Excel- 
lency 1 Is nut Ibe inference, therefore, 
natural, that at some time since 1S58, gu- 
bernatorial consent has been given to with- 
draw the Springs reserve ? If sue!: is not 
the true inference, it would puzzle the most 
astute to tell what other conclusion to draw. 
The question, then, is, why has Gov. Doug- 
las allowed the Company to sell the Springs ! 
Whilst we leave the curious to solve this 
question, we must repeat that in 1858 the 
public had a right to the Spiings, sanctioned 
by the Governor as head ot tho Hudson 
Hay Company. The public have ever since 
enjoyed that right. If, therefore, through 
the connivance of officials, or through the

MININO — T It E CAUIIIOO FEVER. 

McCrea Bt.r, Sailor's Bur, and Washington 
and Wellington Bars tiro tho names of 
points on the river where tho principal 
mining has been going on between Yale 
and tlie Ferry. I noticed here a number of 
deserted cabins anil sluice-boxes, some of 
which I was informed were only built last 
autumn; The owners having caught the 
Cariboo fever had deserted most of liiern to 
travel north in search of those lumps of oro 
which are said to abound in that delightful 
region. 

THE TItAlIi TO BOSTON DAK. 

I left the Ferry (where good accomodations 
are to be obtained) on the morning of the 
15th, and crossing to the opposite bank 
pursued the uneven tenor of my way in the 
direction of Chapman's Bar. The distance 
is 5 miles and the trail capable of a little 
improvement. From Chapman's Bar to 
Boston Bar (14 miles) a new trail has been 
made by the contractors, Messrs. Power & 
McRoberls, at a cost of 502,000. It was 
commenced late in the fall and may be 
considered as the greatest and most difficult 
work ot the kind that has yet been carried 
through in British Columbia. Jt takes the 
traveler through the Big Canon, at an eleva- 
tion in some places of more than 800 feel 
above the level of the river, and is for a 
great distance out through lho masses of 
rock which abound on all sides. 

MINING. 

China and Nicaragua Uars are situated in 
the Big Canon, and are now nearly deserted, 
except by Chinamen. Some very rich spots 
can bo worked here for a few days at the 
lowest stage of water. A party of white 
men are working on Cayunne Flat, a short 
distanco from Boston Bar. They have a 
very good claim and obtained a first rato 
prospect back against tho mountain, where 
the pay dirt is lluee feet thick. Like most 
of the Hats above the river, thoro is some 
10 or 12 feet of sand over the gravel, which 
the men were washing away with hydraulic 
power when 1 passed. 

AT UOSTON II A a. 
Them arc two stores and one saloon at 
Boston Bar. I stayed the night there and 
[Hit up at a Frenchman's where good prov- 
ender was to be had. I observe that nearly- 
all the restaurants along the river employ 
Celestials as cooks, and from the quality of 
tho cuisine I should argue that they are very 
useful in that capacity. 

ABOVE UOSTON BAR. 
I left Boston Bar the next morning, and 
reached the Forest House, a distance of 16 
miles. The principal mining localities be- 
tween the.se poinls are Yankee Flat, (where 
about 40 men are still at work) Knsley's I 
Flat and Fargo Bar. At Knsley's Flat water j

it after a most curious fashion. A number 
of long poles, 15 or 20 feet high and shaped 
like crosses at the tops, urn set up. This 
cross they clothe with the costuuie of the 
departed brave, which often consists of a 
ragged coat of an unniistakeably Pike Coun- 
ty cut, or some other seedy habilinment. 
The ends of the cross are inserted in tho 
sleeves of the garment to resemble arms 
giving a most scare-crow appearance to the 
scene. The weapon of the deceased are 
also tied to the pole, and on several of them 
1 noticed as many as three muskets. A cook- 
ing utensil or two, and a number of strips of 
scarlet cloth, blankets, &C, completes the 
tout ensemble. 

CHINAMEN SCARCITY OF FOOD. 

More than 1500 Chinamen are at work on 
the Upper Fraser, above the Fountain, it) the 
neighborhood of Big Bar. Notwithstanding 
the recent large shipments there are scarcely 
any goods on the river, and slocks are every- 
where low. A Victoria merchant, who has 
just arrived here from Cayoo«h, informs mo 
that thete was neither bacon, beans, or rieo 
there last week, and that Chinamen were 
rushing into the stores asking for " Lice ! 
Lice!'' inn state of mind bordering on des- 
peration. It has always been a matter of 
some surprise that so large n quantity of 
goods should be required for the British Col- 
umbian trade, when the small number of 
the white population is considered ; but the 
fact is that there ara more while miners 
seatlered over the country than people in 
Victoria imagine. Added to this the Chinese 
and Indians play no mean pari in the con- 
sumption of viands. The belief that John 
Chinaman lives entirely on rice is exploded 
in those parts; for it is undeniable that they 
will have better and more substantial fare if 
they can afford it. 

NUMBER OF WHITE HINF.HS. 

The number of white miners who are at 
present working between Yale and Lytton 
cannot be less than 300. All these men have 
good paying claims, or they would infallibly 
havo left for Cariboo. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The number of Chinamen on the Lower 
Fraser cannot be told exactly, as they work 
quietly and in out-of-the-way places ; hut I 
think 500 is near the mark. 

Judge Uegbie is expeded from Cayoosh 
to-day to hold a Courtjjif Assize. 

The chain-gang, two in number, are work- 
ing in tho mam street on their own hook, 
with no one to look after them. 

I shall probably leave for Cayoosh to- 
monow morning, and will write more par- 
ticulars about Lytton and the Yale mute 
when 1 arrive there.
